District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1961.  This  Report 
is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  incorporates  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

As  a reflection  of  the  Census  carried  out  in  1961,  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate  of  12,830  shows  a substantial  increase  over  the 
i960  figure;  it  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  figure  had  varied 
in  the  previous  ten  years  only  between  11,750  and  12,180.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  has  shown  a steady  growth  from  3,172 
in  1951  to  3,614  at  present. 

The  Birth  Rate  is,  as  always  in  this  District,  at  11.57  per 
1,000,  very  low  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  17.00,  but 
is  what  one  would  expect  in  a non-industrial  area  whose  popula- 
tions tends  to  consist  more  of  retired  and  elderly  people.  The 
Death  Rate,  10.79  Per  1*000,  is  a little  lower  than  last  year’s 
figure  of  11.02.  Births  do  not  quite  keep  pace  with  the  number  of 
deaths  in  the  district,  but  of  course  there  is  much  immigration  to 
this  delightful  residential  area  with  its  deserved  reputation  for 
health. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  importance  amongst  the  deaths. 
As  might  be  expected  in  an  area  with  an  older  population  than 
normal,  heart  disease  takes  the  greatest  toll  of  life  in  our  District. 
Next  in  importance  as  a cause  of  death  is  cancer:  the  numbers  here 
tend  to  creep  up,  which  again  may  be  expected  amongst  a pre- 
dominantly older  population,  but  the  figures  are  not  unusually 
high.  There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

The  total  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  is  less  than  half  that 
of  10  years  ago,  although  it  is  not  expected  to  drop  any  further  for 
the  time  being:  new  notifications  are  few,  but  every  year  a number 
of  tuberculous  patients  transfer  into  the  District. 

In  view  of  the  comparatively  large  number  of  refugees  from 
abroad  who  have  moved  into  institutions  in  our  area  within  the  last 
two  years,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  so  few  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis amongst  them.  There  were,  in  fact,  none  during  1961,  but 
the  three  which  occurred  in  i960  served  as  a reminder  that  only 
by  the  strictest  care  and  attention  can  the  numbers  be  kept  down. 
The  search  for  new  cases  and  contacts,  particularly  amongst  foreign 
nationals  coming  to  live  here,  demands  the  most  exacting  and  un- 
remitting watchfulness,  as  evidenced  by  the  displaced  persons 
mentioned  above,  and  an  Italian  hotel  waiter  found  to  be  actively 
tuberculous  shortly  after  his  arrival  here.  The  assistance  of  the 
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Mass  Radiography  Service  in  investigating  contacts  of  such  cases 
is  of  inestimable  value,  special  investigation  being  done  whenever 
required  in  addition  to  the  normal  visit  of  the  Odelca  Unit  twice  a 
month. 

Housing  is,  on  the  whole,  good  throughout  the  District.  The 
slum  properties  have,  in  the  main,  been  dealt  with,  but  there 
remain  still  quite  a number  of  properties  in  need  of  repair  and 
proper  maintenance. 

The  Public  Health  side  of  our  work  becomes  more  and  more 
exacting.  The  bacterial  diseases  so  familiar  to  us  years  ago,  such 
as  diphtheria  and  true  scarlet  fever,  are  encountered  but  rarely 
nowadays.  The  possibility  that  they  may  crop  up  at  any  moment, 
however,  demands  unceasing  watchfulness.  The  absence  of  diph- 
theria is,  of  course,  mainly  due  to  the  excellence  of  the  immunity 
state  resulting  from  the  Immunisation  Scheme. 

The  emphasis  in  infectious  disease  now  tends  more  towards 
food  poisoning  and  enteritis.  The  organisms  B.  coli,  Salmonellae 
and  Sonnei  are  examples.  Virus  diseases,  too,  are  many  and 
varied.  Laboratory  investigations  are  now  possible  for  Coxsackie, 
ECHO  and  other  viruses,  and  here  close  co-operation  with  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  invaluable.  The  usual  drugs, 
antibiotics,  and  penicillin  are  of  little  use  in  dealing  with  viruses. 
Salk  Vaccine  and  Sabine  (oral)  Vaccine  have  been  proved  effective 
against  the  three  principal  Poliomyelitis  viruses,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  before  long  research  in  connection  with  this  group  of 
viruses  may  lead  to  measures  of  control  in  other  virus  groups. 

Amongst  the  aspects  of  public  health  work  to  which  attention 
now  needs  to  be  directed  are  health  education  and  social  medicine. 
An  easy  approach  is  through  nurseries,  residential  schools,  train- 
ing establishments,  displaced  persons’  homes,  etc.  It  has  been 
possible  to  make  a start  in  this  direction  by  the  display  of  exhibi- 
tion material  at  senior  schools,  where  special  sessions  have  been 
set  aside  dealing  with  the  subjects  covered  in  the  exhibition 
material.  The  general  rules  of  healthy  living  are  not  sufficiently 
known  or  appreciated. 

This  Annual  Report  for  1961  is  the  last  one  from  my  pen,  as 
I retire  towards  the  end  of  the  year  after  28^  years’  service  as 
M.O.H.  to  this  Council.  They  have  been  happy  years  of  work. 
The  Council  has  always  been  eager  to  keep  in  the  van  of  progress, 
and  has  given  me  much  encouragement.  Our  relationship  has 
been  a particularly  happy  one  and  I am  grateful.  My  colleagues 
and  other  officers,  too,  have  been  never-failing  in  their  friendly 
helpfulness  at  all  times.  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  my  own 
staff.  Their  anxiety  always  has  been  to  help  me  as  much  as  pos- 
sible; their  willingness  has  made  difficult  times  so  much  the  easier 
and  the  ordinary  daily  routine  pleasurable.  To  all  I extend  my 
most  grateful  thanks.

MORTUARIES. 

The  arrangement  for  the  reception  of  emergency  and  accident 
" cases”  into  the  Haslemere  Hospital  mortuary  has  now  been  re- 
placed by  an  agreement  with  the  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  whereby  such  bodies  are  sent  to  the  mortuary  at  Mil- 
ford Chest  Hospital.  It  is  a facility  shared  with  other  adjoining 
local  authorities,  and  the  arrangement  works  well.  13  bodies  were 
sent  there  from  Haslemere  during  1961.

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

Figures  are  supplied  by  the  Ambulance  Service  of  Home  Acci- 
dent cases  removed  to  hospital.  It  is  hoped  from  this  information 
to  build  up  a picture  of  the  types  of  accident  that  do  happen,  and 
so  lead  to  preventive  measures. 

It  is  worth  remembering  that  accidents  in  the  home  account 
for  more  deaths  than  do  road  accidents,  and  that  home  accidents 
are  in  general  more  preventable:  so  often  they  are  from  ignorance 


and  continuing  carelessness  than  the  momentary  loss  of  concentra- 
tion which  leads  to  accidents  on  the  road. 

The  Home  Safety  Act,  1961,  empowers  local  Councils  to  spend 
money  on  propaganda  and  to  contribute  to  organisations  dealing 
with  Safety  in  the  Home.  Leaflets  drawing  attention  to  dangers 
from  polythene  bags  were  sent  out  with  Rate  Demands  and  with 
Council-house  rent-books.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

In  August,  the  Surrey  County  Council's  Chiropody  Service  for 
expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons  was  extended  to  in- 
clude elderly  persons  unable  to  obtain  treatment  through  sessions 
arranged  by  voluntary  organisations.  The  County  scheme  is  ad- 
ministered through  the  Surrey  Council  of  Social  Service. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

The  importance  of  this  has  been  increasing  rapidly  in  recent 
years,  and  more  and  more  time  and  attention  given  to  it.  The 
easiest  approach  to  numbers  of  people  is  obviously  via  schools 
and  tenants  of  Council  houses.  The  Visiting  Nurse  talks  to  the 
housewife  in  her  own  home,  usually  on  matters  of  health.  I 
believe  this  to  be  the  most  fruitful  approach  of  all,  and  it  should  be 
extended  in  scope  and  variety.  The  ignorance  regarding  many 
healthy-living  principles  is  appalling.  Especially  is  it  necessary  to 
approach  young  people  entering  industry.  The  prevention  of  can- 
cer, heart  disease  (particulary  coronary  thrombosis)  and  tuber- 
culosis are  other  subjects  meriting  extensive  propaganda,  and  of 
course  the  most  effective  approach  to  reduction  of  these  is  via  the 
young. 

The  work  done  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  is  here  most  important 
and  valuable,  coming  as  it  does  in  a friendly  housewife-to-house- 
wife  manner. 

AGED  PERSONS. 

Visits  were  paid  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  to  such  aged  persons 
known  to  us  as  might  require  help.  One  was  admitted  to  hospital 
on  our  recommendation.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

These  were  reported  upon  in  detail  in  the  i960  Report,  and 
there  have  been  no  radical  changes.  The  quality  of  the  water  in 
supply  is  checked  by  us  independently  and  frequently  in  accord- 
ance with  the  routine  established  during  the  years.  The  liming 
of  the  water  from  the  Haslemere  source  (formerly  the  Council’s 
water  undertaking),  necessitated  by  the  acidity  of  the  raw  water, 
frequently  results  in  excessive  alkalinity.  This  does  not  affect  its 
suitability  for  domestic  use,  but  may  be  undesirable  for  pipes  and 
fittings. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Hindhead  sewerage  scheme  has  finally  been  commenced, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  part  of  it  will  be  in  full  operation  before 
the  end  of  1962. 

The  Shottermill  sewage  works  continues  to  cope  with  its  de- 
mands, but  only  with  difficulty,  and  the  need  for  enlargement 
becomes  ever  more  urgent. 

The  smaller  sewage  disposal  schemes  give  relatively  little 
trouble. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

This  service  provides  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  has  been  well  maintained,  and 
there  have  been  no  complaints.  The  present  tip  is  likely  to  last  no 
more  than  a few  years,  as  the  amount  of  refuse  continues  to  in- 
crease, and  search  for  additional  land  for  refuse  disposal  should  be 
made  in  anticipation  of  future  requirements. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  swimming  pool  at  Shottermill  County  Junior  School  is  well 
maintained,  and  is  in  continuous  heavy  use  during  the  summer 
months.  The  purification  and  chlorination  plant  is  satisfactory, 
and  results  of  analyses  taken  at  frequent  intervals  are  satisfactory. 

There  are  many  private  swimming  pools  and  pools  for  private 
schools.  Notes  and  advice  on  management  and  purification  have 
been  prepared  and  are  available  to  all  on  request. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  one  instance  of  intermittent  nuisance  from  a factory 
chimney  which  was  solved  by  the  installation  of  an  automatic 
stoker.  During  this  period  observations  were  made  with  the 
Ringelmann  Chart. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 


No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  came  to  our  notice  during 
1961. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

The  future  of  the  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Dis- 
trict, under  consideration  at  the  end  of  i960,  was  further  reviewed 
in  1961.  Since  the  premises  were  capable  of  being  brought  into 
conformity  with  the  new  Slaughterhouse  Regulations,  it  was  de- 
cided that  this  be  done.  The  necessary  alterations  are  now  well  in 
hand. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  such  premises  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District.

HOUSING 

The  number  on  the  Housing  List  was  very  little  different  from 
the  i960  figure,  being  117  compared  with  113  in  i960. 

Under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  5 families  have  been 
moved  from  sub-standard  accommodation.  The  total  dealt  with 
from  the  slum  clearance  list  is  now  52. 

During  1961,  5 houses  were  built  by  the  Council,  2 by  private 
housing  associations,  and  50  by  private  enterprise. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  milk  supplies  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  acts  as  agent  for  the  County 
Council  for  inspections  and  sampling  water  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations,  i960. 

FRESH  CREAM. 

24  samples  were  taken  and  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
test,  but  only  2 passed  that  test  satisfactorily.  There  is,  of  course, 
no  statutory  standard  for  fresh  cream. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and 
I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  in- 
formation in  the  table  below  showing  the  number  of  samples 
analysed  and  action  taken  in  respect  of  this  District  during  the  year.

1961  saw  an  unprecedented  epidemic  of  Measles,  fortunately 
a very  mild  type,  with  few  complications  and  no  deaths. 
It  was  followed  by  a pandemic  of  German  Measles  which  extended 
well  into  1962. 

Whooping  Cough  cases  were  also  numerous,  but,  doubtless 
due  to<the  numbers  now  protected  by  immunisation,  most  cases  were 
mild.  The  success  of  the  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 
is  really  seen  by  the  mildness  of  cases,  the  shorter  duration  and 
freedom  from  complications  such  as  pneumonia. 

Two  cases  of  Meningitis  were  notified,  and  after  treatment  in 
hospital  made  a complete  recovery.  These  cases  were  linked  and 
evidently  associated  with  dust  from  ill-kept  flooring,  with  lack  of  a 
high  standard  of  hygiene. 

Encephomyelitis.  One  case  was  noted  from  the  Death  Returns 
as  having  died  in  a Wimbledon  hospital.  The  circumstances  were 
enquired  into,  but  there  seemed  no  reason  to  suspect  any  infectious 
condition. 

The  Children’s  Residential  Nurseries  gave  comparatively  little 
trouble  again  this  year.  The  policy  of  screening  all  new  admissions 
by  bacteriological  tests  was  continued.  Measles,  Chicken-pox  and 
Sonne  Dysentery  made  their  appearance,  but  spread  was  limited  by 
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prompt  isolation  and  quarantine.  Measles  was  most  troublesome, 
but  of  a mild  type. 

At  Twizzletwig  Nursery,  infective  hepatitis  affected  at  least 
5 children  at  intervals  throughout  the  whole  year.  Each  case  was 
enquired  into  and  any  question  of  infection  from  immunisation  was 
completely  eliminated. 

At  Marchant’s  Hill  Rural  Centre — an  L.C.C.  residential  school 
where  there  is  a fortnightly  turnover  of  children — sore  throats  and 
tonsillitis  were  troublesome  and  long  continued.  Dust  was  a likely 
cause,  and  the  hygiene  of  the  whole  sleeping  accommodation,  and 
of  the  kitchen  arrangements,  was  completely  overhauled  and 
greatly  improved.  Later  there  was  anxiety  over  possible  Diph- 
theria introduced  from  London,  where  cases  were  occurring,  and 
after  the  death  of  a child  from  a respiratory  infection.  Disinfection 
and  quarantine  for  two  weeks  was  instituted,  and  intensive  investi- 
gations made.  All  question  of  diphtheria  was  eliminated.  Other 
minor  infections  occurred  from  time  to  time,  as  is  inevitable  in  a 
changing  population  of  this  type,  but  watchfulness,  and  prompt 
removal  of  sufferers,  prevented  any  further  serious  difficulty. 

Influenza  was  mild,  and  never  reached  epidemic  proportions. 
The  Type  B virus  was  identified  in  a number  of  cases. 

In  February,  1961,  there  was  a 250  per  cent,  rise  in  sickness 
claims  through  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  Area  Office, 
probably  due  mainly  to  influenza.  The  infection  was  very  mild  in 
character  and  due  to  Type  B virus.

The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  tends  slowly  to  decrease. 
During  1961  there  was  no  deaths,  and  it  is  worth  pointing  out  that 
there  has  been  only  1 death  in  the  past  6 years.  During  1961  there 
were  four  cases  which  came  to  live  in  the  district  and  4 new  cases 
notified  whilst  resident  in  Haslemere.  Two  of  the  latter  were  in 
Displaced  Persons  brought  in  by  charitable  organisations.  Their 
discovery,  at  different  times  and  not  in  any  way  connected,  led  to 
X-ray  examination,  and  Mantoux-testing,  followed  by  B.C.G.  as 
appropriate,  of  all  other  inmates.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that 
on  the  first  occasion,  out  of  30  children  X-rayed,  4 were  Mantoux-f- 
and  all  showed  evidence  of  old  healed  primary  infections.  In  the 
second  group  8 months  later,  12  out  of  30  children  Mantoux-tested 
were  + , 3 of  them  requiring  further  investigation  before  satisfying 
us  that  active  treatment  was  not  required. 

These  cases  follow  on  the  difficulties  experienced  in  the  pre- 
vious year  with  imported  tuberculosis,  and  emphasise  the  desir- 
ability of  some  sort  of  screening  of  every  person  admitted  from 
abroad. 

The  value  of  the  Odelca  Unit,  which  visits  Haslemere  twice 
monthly,  was  again  proved  inestimable.  Investigation  of  these 
cases  could  not  be  done  so  thoroughly,  so  promptly,  nor  so  con- 
veniently without  the  help  of  this  Mass  X-Ray  Unit.  I am  glad 
to  express  gratitude  for  their  always  ready  assistance. 

The  importance  of  this  search  for  new  cases,  especially  in  con- 
tacts of  notified  cases,  is  constantly  being  emphasised.  In  1961 
again  a notified  case,  a young  adult,  led  to  the  discovery  of  older 
tuberculosis  in  his  father,  from  whom  doubtless  he  had  been  infected. 
All  co-workers  and  associates  have  to  be  X-rayed  and  checked  care- 
fully when  such  cases  occur. 

The  number  of  cases  on  our  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end 
of  1961  was  29  male  and  23  female,  and  the  following  table  sum- 
marises the  register  as  at  31st  December  for  the  last  twelve  years:

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Dr.  Pollock  has  supplied  the  following  notes  on  the  Immuni- 
sation Scheme. 

No  child  suffered  from  Diphtheria  in  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  during  1961.  The  acceptance  of  immunisation  is  satisfac- 
tory in  the  schools  where  we  visit  to  carry  out  the  treatment. 
However,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  percentage 
of  children  immunised  under  one  year  of  age  could  be  improved, 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  this  indicates  a reluctance  on  the 
mothers’  part  to  trouble  to  take  the  child  to  the  clinic  or  doctor’s 
surgery. 

Immunisation:  School  Children. 

Only  those  children  whose  immunisation  is  complete  are  re- 
garded as  “immunised,"  i.e.,  two  primary  injections  or  a re- 
immunising  dose  having  been  given  within  the  preceding  5 years.

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Private  Schools. 

In  addition  to  the  sessions  held  at  maintained  schools,  two 
were  held  at  private  schools  at  the  request  of  the  Principal. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Programme. 

In  October,  1961,  in  common  with  other  Districts  in  the 
County,  Schedule  f ‘ P * ’ as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  agreed.  Details  of  Schedule  “ P ” were  sent  to  General  Prac- 
titioners, and  as  far  as  possible  it  is  being  followed. 

Under  Schedule  “P  ” triple  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Pertusses  is  commenced  at  the  second  month  of  age, 
Smallpox  vaccination  follows  at  the  fifth  or  sixth  month,  and 
Poliomyelitis  inoculation  from  the  seventh  to  the  tenth  month. 
Boosting  doses  of  triple  antigen  are  given  between  one  and  two 
years  of  age,  and  at  the  school  entry  age  of  five  years,  boosting 
doses  of  Diphtheria /Tetanus  given.  Further  boosting  doses  of 
Diphtheria /Tetanus  antigen  are  given  during  the  school  age. 

Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox. 

Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come  from  the  parents 
of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas,  remote  from  buses,  clinics 
and  doctors’  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request  treatment  for  chil- 
dren whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local  clinic,  or  who  refuse 
treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation,  and 
is  performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district  during  1961:

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty-ninth  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  my  Department. 

In  the  Public  Health  administration  fresh  legislation  came 
into  force  in  the  form  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  and  the 
Housing  Act,  1961. 

The  Public  Health  Act  contained  one  or  two  interesting  re- 
visions of  past  procedure  and  empowered  Local  Authorities  to 
reject  buildings  plans  for  new  dwellings  where  no  provision  is 
shown  for  a bath  and  food  storage  accommodation  can  be  en- 
forced in  existing  houses;  both  these  enforcements  are  without 
precedent.  There  are  also  a number  of  other  interesting  require- 
ments that  those  interested  in  Public  Health  legislation  have  advo- 
cated for  many  years. 

A helpful  innovation  under  the  Housing  Act  is  the  power  to 
enforce  reasonable  facilities  where  more  than  one  family  shares  a 
house. 

Supervision  of  food  has  proceeded  smoothly,  and  I think  it 
fair  to  say  that  the  shops  in  this  district  compare  more  than 
favourably  with  those  elsewhere.  A very  good  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness and  appearance  is  maintained  throughout  the  district. 

Certain  administration  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders 
relative  to  milk  licences,  inspection  and  sampling  was  transferred 
to  the  County  Authorities,  and  in  Surrey  this  was  delegated  back 
to  the  District  Authorities,  who  still  carry  out  this  work  on  behalf  of 
the  County — with  the  addition  of  a little  more  paper  work! 

The  slaugherhouse  facilities,  which  were  under  review  last 
year,  have  been  decided  with  the  Council  agreeing  to  the  retention 
of  the  existing  slaughterhouse  subject  to  alterations  and  improve- 
ments to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  legislation  covering  this  matter. 
It  is  expected  that  the  building  work  will  commence  early  in  the 
New  Year. 
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Rodent  control  in  the  district  is  proceeding  vigorously,  and  no 
major  infestations  were  found  during  the  year. 

It  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that  this  control  covers  in- 
sects, and  very  helpful  work,  for  example,  is  carried  out  in  the 
control  of  cockroaches  in  such  places  as  the  kitchens  of  institu- 
tions and  hotels  where  such  insects  are  an  ever-present  menace. 

Under  the  Petroleum  Acts  the  issue  of  licences  this  year  were 
made  subject  to  the  application  of  the  Home  Otfice  Model  Code 
for  electrical  installations,  and  this  work  has  been  carried  out  and 
covers  all  installations  throughout  the  district.
